CRIMINAL TABLES FOR THE YEAR 1853. 



Explanations and Calculations with reference to the accompanying Tables. 

The Tables showing the number of persona committed or bailed for offences in the 
several counties and counties of cities or towns in Ireland, in the year 1853, and the result 
of the proceedings, &c., are furnished by the Local Inspectors of the respective Gaols, 
and are compiled from Returns made to them by the Clerks of the Crown and Peace, 
pui-suant to 7th George IV., chapter 74, and from the records of the several gaols. From 
the latter source the age, sex, and state of instruction of the persons committed have been 
^certained. 

The number of prisoners committed during the year on summary convictions, or whose 
eases were otherwise disposed of by magistrates, and also the number of committals for 
drunkenness, appear at the foot of each of the Tables furnished by the Local Inspectors. 
Of these cases a general summary is given in page 7, but they are not taken into account 
in any of the following calculations. 

The Tables, from page 90 to page 98, give an abstract of the information contained in 
the Returns of the Local Inspectors, and show the general results, and the state of crime 
in 1863, as compared with former years. 

The total number of persons charged with offences in 1853, is 15,144, being a decrease 
as compared with 1852, of 2,534 or 14'33 per cent. 

This diminution extends to every county, with the exception of seven. In those latter 
there appears an increase as follows:— in County Antrim, 103; County Dublin, 31; 
Dublin City, 107 ; Coxmty Fermanagh, 21 ; Limerick City, 49 ; County Mayo, 68. It may 
be remarked, however, that the increase is principally confined to the large towns ; Belfast 
being included in County Antrim. 

The Offences being divided into six classes, the following Table shows the decrease 
per cent, of the number of committals in 1853 as compared with 1852 in each of these 
classes : —

Class 1. Offences against the person. On subdividing this class, the records show an 
increase as compared with that of last year of 5'SO per cent, under the head of “ Murder,” 
viz., from 69 in 1852 to 73 in 1853. Also an increase of 77-77 per cent, under “ Shooting 
at, stabbing, wounding, &c. the numbers being 18 for 1852, and 32 for 1853. And of 
53-85 per cent, under “ Conspiracy to murder,” viz., from 13 in 1852 to 20 in 1853. 

A decrease of 66-66 per cent, appears under the head “ Attempts to murder, attended 
with bodily injury,” viz., from 12 to 4 ; and of 37-03 per cent, under Attempts to mur- 
der, unattended with bodily injury,” viz., from 27 to 17. 

Under “ Solicitation to murder” there is a decrease from 4 to 2, bemg 60-00 per cent. 
“ Manslaughter” only varies by an increase of 1 on 127. 

Under " Rape” a decrease of about 25-00 per cent, has occurred; and “Assaults” have 
declined about 10-00 per cent. “Abduction” shows an increase of 14222 per cent., the 
numbers being for 1852, 7 ; and for 1853, 17. 

Class 2. Offences against property, with violence. The decrease, as compared with 
1862, extends to nearly all crimes included in this class. ' 

The principal exceptions are “Robbery of arms” and “Assaults with intent to rob,” 
&c. ; no committal having taken place for the former offence in 1852, and 14 appearing 
in 1853. The increase under the latter is 65, being 175-68 per cent. ^ , 

Class 3. Offences against property, committed without violence. " Cattle, horse, and 
sheep stealing” all show a decrease as compared -with 1852; also “ Simple larceny,” and 
“ Reeeivino- stolen goods.” But the following heads show an increase : — “ Larceny from 
dwelling-house,” 44-77 per cent. ; “Larceny by servants,” 158-33 per cent.; “Larceny 
from shop,” 14-63 per cent. 
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Nine cases appear under the head “Plundeiing -wrecked vessels,” against a nil Return 
in 1852. There is no case of “ Stealing letters” in 1853, -while 5 appear in the Return 
for 1852. 

Class 4. Malicious offences against property. The decrease extends to all the heads 
into which this class is divided, with one trifling exception. 

Arson (capital) has diminished above 52-38 per cent, as compared witli 1852; and 
“ Attacks and injuring dwelling-houses,” 84-37 per cent. Only 2 cases appear under the 
heading “Riot,” against 5 in 1852. 

Class 5. Forgery and offences against the currency. There is a decrease under all the 
divisions of this class, -with one exception, viz.r ” Buying, procuring, uttering, &c., &c., 
counterfeit gold aird silver coin.” The numbers uuder this head in 1852, were 102 ; and 
in 1863, 143, being an increase of 40-19 percent. Under “Counterfeiting gold and 
silver coin,” a decrease of 76-59 per cent, appears; and under “Counterfeiting copper 
coin, &c.,” a decrease of 81 '08 per cent. 

Class 6. Other offences not included in the above classes. “ Assembling armed unlaw- 
fully.” Under this head there appears an increase of 15 on the previous year, being 46-87 
percent.; also under “Rescuing prisoners,” the numbers for 1852 being 1, and for 
1853, 64. 

The decrease on this class is apparent, principally under the four following heads, 
viz. I. “Prison breaking, harbouring, &e.,” 90-00 per cent; II. “Perjury, &c.,” 
26*67 percent.; III. “Rescue and refusing to aid Peace Cflicoi-s,” 47*41 percent.; 
IV. “ Administering and taking unlawful oaths” presents a nil Return against 1 7 for the 
previous year.

Taking the first five heads in this table, wlrich relate to murder, collectively, it appears 
there has been an increase of committals in 1853 over the previous year of 5. But the 
decrease as compared with tlie years 1849, 1850, 18.51, is very marked ; the numbers for 
the five years being as follows:— For 1849, 276; for 1850, 217; for 1851, 229; for 1852, 
143; and for 1853, 148. 

A progressive diminution is also apparent under all the other headings.

Of the 15 persons sentenced to death in 1853, 9 were executed, and 6 had their sen- 
tenco commuted to transportation for life. 

From a comparison of the total numlier of committals in 1863 with the totals of the 
convictions and acquittals, it appears that on 15,144 committals, the convictions amounted 
to 8,714, or 5r54 per cent.; the acquittals to' 6,430, or 42*46 per cent.

The average of convictions in 1853, on the total of the commiltals, is not quite as high 
as in the two previous years, but conti-asta favourably with the year 1850 and the preced- 
ing years. 

The following Table shows a decrease of male offenders in every class of crime, and of 
female, with one trifling exception, viz., Class 2, the increase only amounts to 0‘66 per cent.

From the following Table the propoifion of the number of offenders in Ireland, who 
can both read and write, appears to increase steadily. The proportion of those who can 
read only has fluctuated for the last five years. Those who can neither read nor write 
amount to nearly one-half of the whole, bemg no leas than 45*00 per cent, on the year 
1853. The proportion has not varied much for the last five years, having fluctuated 
between 42*25 per cent, and 48*68 per cent.
